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LL, or ‘nearly all, the special statutes under which 

Thoroughbred racing is conducted in the United 
States were passed within the present century. This despite 
the fact that racing is much older than the United States 
and is an institution almost universally accepted. 

All these laws make provision for commercialized gamb- 
ling in connection with racing, whereas, as a general prin- 
ciple, commercialized gambling is held to be illegal because 
it is believed to be contrary to the best interests of the people 
as a whole. 

Thus the laws of racing were based upon a singular 
philosophy, that racing had such degree of intrinsic merit as 
to justify an exception to the general rule that commercial- 
ized gambling is contrary to the best interests of the people. 

What was the nature of this intrinsic merit which set 
horse racing in a separate category for special favors? Why 
did the people, through their representatives, declare that 
horse racing was right and taxable, and the handbooks for 
instance were wrong, non-taxable, and cause for punish- 
ment? 

There was a time when, in the pinch of public question- 
ing, the advocates of racing could say that racing was a 
matter of national defense, because only through racing 
could we develop the stock most effective in the production 
of horses for military use. ‘Vhis was a good and proper argu- 
ment, sound, based upon the experience of many nations. 

We can still make this argument. It is still sound. It can 
still be based upon recent experience. But there is no use 
arguing in such fashion. If the Army of the United States 
does not hear, it is most unlikely that the people will. 

We can still contend that racing is the most dependable 
means of improving the farm work stock of America. This 
would be clear enough to a few thousand men whose experi- 
ence has taught them the merits of the Thoroughbred horse ; 
but the millions who are not familiar with those merits would 
be unable to conceive such an idea. We make this judgment 
because, even among Thoroughbred horsemen, there are 
many who see no good in the race horse except as a racer. 

Thus we have no utilitarian purpose which can be used 
effectively as a justification for special privileges for racing. 

Where, then, are we finding that justification with which 
we convince ourselves and the people that racing is entitled 
to the more or less exclusive privilege of commercial betting? 


They Made an Exception in 


the Case of Racing 


Here are samples of the idea-making policies which we have 
set to work upon the public mind, to show that racing is 
worthy of special privileges: 

(1) It provides money for county fairs, agricultural 
shows, prizes for the best oranges, etc., etc. 

(2) It provides money for old-age pensions. 

(3) It provides money for Florida counties to split up 
among themselves. 

(4) It provides money for charity. 

(5) It provides money for schools. 

(6) It provides money. 

There are some other arguments about protecting in- 
vestments in tracks, farms, and livestock, and providing em- 
ployment for some thousands of men and women. All good, 
solid stuff, but possibly not enough to impress 140 millions. 
For its justification racing now relies principally upon the 
fact that it provides money for something besides stockholders. 

If it is true that for every policy there are two reasons, a 
good reason and a real reason, it may be that we have just 
stated some of the good ones and that the real reason is that 
people just naturally like to go to the races. 

But let us note very carefully that racing now provides 
no reason peculiar to itself for its claim to betting privileges. 
The handbooks can also, if they wish, provide money for this 
and that, and give employment to dese and dose. They can 
also maintain, with perfect assurance, that people like to bet 
in handbooks. ‘They can point to a long tradition, and to ac- 
ceptance as legal entities in a country such as England. 

For ourselves, the people in racing, we can perhaps make 
out a distinction of some sort between racing and hand- 
books. But for the people in general the distinction is be- 
coming increasingly difficult to see. 

Even in racing there is a considerable drift toward ap- 
proval of legalized handbooks. ‘The editor of the old 
Thoroughbred Record, in a recent luncheon club speech in 
Lexington, approved legalization, and predicted it. A letter 
on our desk, from one of the smartest lawyers in racing, 
finds no adequate reason for not legalizing off-track betting. 
The question of off-track betting is now a political issue. 

Racing has relied far too much upon its production of 
easy money to gain favor. This is a thoroughly unsound 
policy. Our enemies—and off-track betting is an enemy— 
can now use the weapons we have created.

Phalanx got the money, and deserved 
it, but the principal surprise of the Dwyer 
was the sterling effort made by King 
Ranch’s But Why Not. She was a little 
in front of Phalanx in the early running, 
and as he came abreast. on the final turn, 
she went with him. He beat her a head, 
but for something like a quarter-mile they 
ran almost as a team, completely outclass- 
ing the others, which straggled in beaten 
anywhere from eight lengths up. 
This was the first time, since Carolyn A. 
ran second to Phalanx in the Wood, that 
a filly has tied up with the colts, and on 
the basis of the result only three or four 
of the colts can show better form. The time 
was nothing remarkable, but then the 
track wasn’t either, enough rain having 
fallen to get it wet and not enough to pack 
it hard. 
But Why Not, by Blue Larkspur out of 
a daughter of Black Helen, came from the 
Bradley split, and certainly showed to 
much greater advantage than did Blue 
Border, which came from the same source. 
He ran forwardly enough for about six 
furlongs. but when he retired he did it 
thoroughly, finishing an absolute last. 
The filly started the year by winning 
three in a row, including the Pimlico Oaks 
and the Acorn, and then ran rather unac- 
countably fourth in the C. C. A. Oaks. At 
the time there was room for the belief 
that Harmonica was the best filly, but 
after the Dwyer I don’t believe it. 


Winner and Current Champion 


The figures had Phalanx on top. Since 
the Wood, only five colts had beaten him. 
In the Dwyer, three of these—Faultless, 
Jet Pilot, and On Trust—were absent, and 
the other two, Tailspin and Brabancon, 
which finished ahead of him in the Peter 
Pan, were in under less favorable terms. 
Tailspin, which got 17 pounds in the 
Peter Pan, got only ten in the Dwyer, and 
the extra seven mean more than the two 
lengths Phalanx was beaten. Brabancon 
is apparently better suited by a shorter 
distance. Though he held on to be third 
it was a very dubious third, and I fancy 
a mile or at most a mile and a furlong is 
his dish. He opened up smartly around 
the turn, but once he was yoked he was 
done. 

After the race Ruperto Donoso had at 
least the satisfaction of knowing that no 
argument would break out about the rid- 
ing fee. There is one, unsettled as of last 
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Black Helen’s Granddaughter 
Makes Jacola’s Son Hustle 


Friday. about the fee in the Belmont. I 
know three or four versions of this, and 
am in no position to say which, if any, is 
true. About the only fact that I can con- 
tribute is that when Syl Veitch engaged 
Donoso for the Belmont he told him—or 
rather told Donoso’s agent—that the fee 
was to be split if either Phalanx or Khy- 
ber Pass won. One story goes that the 
reason Donoso insisted on the entire fee 
was that he offered to split a fee last sea- 
son when he and Arcaro were riding an 
entry, and Arcaro told him, “No, I won't 
split. but I'll throw you a rope at the 
eighth-pole.” 

The last I heard, Donoso had been of- 
fered 5 per cent of the Belmont purse and 
had refused it, holding out for ten. There 
matters rest for the time. 

Arcaro, by the way, has been getting a 
good bouncing around at Aqueduct by the 
customers, who spent the week booing him 
(a) when he lost, (b) when he won, (c) 
when he substituted for another jockey. 
and (d) when another jockey substituted 
for him. On Saturday, however, Master 
Edward entered the winner’s circle on 
three heavily played favorites, and there 
was a resurgence of public opinion in his 
favor. There were still a few boos, but 
cheers and hand-clapping largely drowned 
them out. I hate to say it of the sterling 
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sportsmen who go to Aqueduct, but I fear 
there is a matter of self-interest involved. 


Surprise in the Tremont 


After the Tremont Stakes a citizen of 
these parts appeared in the press box with 
the remark, “Well. New York held the 
field.” This tourist inquired as to the lo- 
cation of Elmendorf Farm, which had bred 
Brookmeade Stable’s Inseperable. But 
the meaning was plain: a New York horse 
was a horse that raced regularly in New 
York, a method of adapting fact to geog- 
raphy which was first practiced, as I re- 
member it. on Seabiscuit in California. 
The race shaped up as an invasion from 
Maryland, in the form of Saggy, and an- 
other from Kentucky, in Phar Mon, which 
had taken 2-year-old honors at Keeneland 
and Churchill Downs. 

Phar Mon went off the favorite, the 
method of play here being to take the sec- 
ond-best horse on form and back him so 


strongly that he becomes favorite. As fa- 
vorite, of course, he ought to win. I do 


not defend this reasoning; I merely point 
it out. He might have been considerably 
closer than he was had he not swung half- 
way across the track at the stretch turn, 
but I'd guess that the slow lengthening 
of the 2-year-old stakes as the season goes 
on is Phar Mon’s chief trouble. 

Saggy is a very long, heavily muscled 
sort, of a very deep chestnut color, appar- 
ently inherited from his grandsire, Equi- 
poise. He ran very well and was definitely 
best of the others, but when Inseperable, 
having had to close six lengths to do it, 
looked him in the eye Saggy wasn’t there. 
There is a moderate suspicion that both 
Phar Mon and Saggy cooked each other, 
but when you consider that the time, 1:05, 
was the best of the meeting for the 514 
furlongs, this takes nothing from the 
winner. 

Inseperable, a $32,000 purchase which 
has now won back about $20,000 of that 
outlay, won his first race as Belmont in 
a fashion that suggested he might be very 
good. When Star Bout beat him in his 
next out this impression was to some ex- 
tent dissipated, but now that star Bout 
has won the Christiana Stakes the race 
looks a bit better. He was running over 
his horses at the finish of the Tremont, so 
apparently the first impression was cor- 
rect. 

Tremont, for which the race was named, 
was a 2-year-old in the Dwyer Brothers’ 
Stable which won 13 straight races and 
then broke down forever. After the Tre- 
mont Stakes, the six starters had won 13 
races among them, a highly useless bit of 
information.

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The Story SIRTE 


From One of Italy's Greatest 
Families Comes Mereworth’s 
17-Hander — “Soft-Muscled, 
Cold-Tempered, With Ample 
Stride, One-Actioned, Able on 
the Distance. . . .” 


RoME 

The Count Felice Scheibler, a gentleman 
of the early part of this century, was fa- 
mous in Italy before World War I for 
two chief reasons—his excellent race 
horses and his hunting ability. (He was in 
Africa a long time, killed lions, elephants 
and other big stuff, wrote a book on the 
best way to kill them.) To track lovers, the 
grey and violet silks of Count Scheibler 
were an endless source of pleasure, be- 
cause he raced his horses for the sole pur- 
pose of winning the races, and when he 
had to lose, he lost with a smile, and his 
horse lost fighting hard all the way. 

Count Scheibler was the first great rival 
whom Federico Tesio found on his way to 
attain the throne of Italian breeders, and 
there has never been, here, a more gallant 
and thorough case of rivalry. 

Then, as often happens, Count Scheibler 
furnished Tesio with one of the most ef- 
ficient tools with which Tesio built his un- 
matched Dormello stud, the broodmare 
Madree. British-born (bay, 1904, Flying 
Fox-Maskery, by Mask). Tesio exploited 
Madree so that her bloodline is still pro- 
ducing winners today after 40 years, while 
Count Scheibler’s fame stands in the past 
of the Italian Turf, and only old people 
here can remember his horses and_ the 
stable name with which they ran—Sir 
Rholand—something suggesting 
mour of a Middle-Ages knight. 


the ar- 


Young fans knew him only by the statue 
standing in the park of the Capannelle 
track in Rome, but this, too, was stolen 
by the Germans when they left the city 
in 1944, and there remains now only the 
shadow of Sir Rholand to summon new- 
comers how to be good owners, good 
breeders, and gentlemen. 

Sir Rholand, or Count Scheibler, pur- 
chased Madree as a yearling at the Don- 
caster sales in 1905 for 1,050 guineas— 
about 27,000 lire then, about 2.800.000 
lire now. The filly ran at two, three, and 
four, winning Italian classic and stakes 
races, and was also lucky in the first of 
her two expeditions to France, winning the 
Poule d’Essai des Pouliches and being 
sixth in the Prix Daru. ft was an excellent 
career, as a whole, especially counting the 
French classic victory, because at that 
time Italian-bred horses had not yet reach- 
ed an international standing, and British 
and French, at least, were supposed to be

definitely superior to us. But the real 
importance of Madree for our breeding 
was to be as a broodmare. 

Her first two foals, the fillies Sigma 
(Signorino) and Fausta (Spearmint), 
were also exceptionally good runers and 
founders of a great family of classic horses 
in this country. Sigma ran for Sir Rho- 
land, emerging as the heroine of her year. 
Fausta won the Derby and the Oaks under 
Federico Tesio’s colours. Tesio bought 
both Madree and Fausta from Scheibler, 
after she had been a problem for her 
trainer, because she refused feed. Tesio 
had to bring her egg yolks every day on 
the palm of his hand. 

Sigma produced one Derby winner and 
two Oaks winners, and Fausta was dam 
of three more Derby winners, one of 
which, Michelangelo, has been also of ut- 
most importance as a sire, especially of 
broodmares. 

Today this family is represented in Italy 
by a conspicuous number of granddaugh-

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ters, great-granddaughters, etc., of Madree, 
Sigma, and Fausta. The reason [ recall 
here these ancient and modern glories of 
our Turf is that out of this family comes 
the stallion Sirte (chestnut, 1937, by *Or- 
tello—Silene, out of Stella d'Italia, out of 
Sigma, out of Madree), which was pur- 
chased recently for the United States by 
the Mereworth Farm, and participated in 
the first air shipment of horses from Italy, 
together with Gladiolo, Teramo, and Tore- 
ro. 


Six Tops, Three from Madree 


The year 1940 was a good season for us. 
We had two groups of very smart 3-year- 
olds, one from Tesio’s lot, the colts Bel- 
lini and Moroni, and the imported filly 
Coronary; the other from the Razza del 
Soldo, counting the colt Sirte and the fil- 
lies Sabla and Michela. 


These six horses represented our best 
breeding of the year, and three of them 
were out of Madree’s ancestry: Sirte, 
Moroni and Michela. This latter won the 
Oaks and the 144 mile-classic Emanuele 
Filiberto; Sabla won Naples’ Grand Prix; 
Sirte won the Gran Premio di Milano, 
greatest Italian race, and other stakes; 
Tesio took the Derby and St. Leger with 
Bellini and the classic Premio d'Italia 
with Moroni. Rivalry between two stables 
was very strong all the year round. 

The three colts, however, came out of 
the season, eventually, with a better repu- 
tation than the fillies, because they won 
every major feature: Moroni deserved the 
title of champion sprinter; he was, in 
fact. a horse with great speed, but he 
broke down early. Bellini was perhaps 
the most complete; he could run any dist- 
ance, though his favorite was 144 miles. 

Sirte was the great stayer of the bunch; 
the power of his action was remarkable, 
and he liked the mud, too. He was the 
kind of strong, cold horse without preco- 
city. His dam, Silene, was not especially 
famous, but his granddam, Stella d'Italia, 
had been an outstanding mare in a period 
when good horses were abundant in Italy, 
and she had won the Oaks with obvious 
superiority, foaling later a winner of the 
Premio d'Italia in Salpiglossis (later a 
sire of importance). 

Sirte was beaten in both his first and 
second starts at two, by horses not equal 
to him, but more quick in training. Then 
he won two stakes himself, the Premio 
Luino and the Premio Volta, both at six 
furlongs on a straight course, but. still 
with a somewhat rough action; in the 
seven-furlong Premio Chiusura (also on 
straight course at San Siro, and final test 
of youngsters with older horses), he was 
late in getting into action and he strode 
powerfully at the finish, when two faster 
young colts, Bellini and Vello, were al- 
ready in front of him. The margin be- 
tween the three horses was very short,

The Derby Stakes, run for the first time 
on a Saturday since its inception in 1780, 
resulted in an out-and-out victory for the 
French-bred, French - owned - and-trained 
Pearl Diver, owned by Baron Geoffrey de 
Waldner, son-in-law of the late Edouard 
Esmond. hitherto-unbeaten cham- 
pion, Tudor Minstrel, finished a very mod- 


erate fourth in a field of 15. On the pre- 
vious afternoon the French-bred Chanteur 
2nd had won the Coronation Cup, and on 
the day before that the French filly Im- 
prudence won the Oaks. 

These three pills, administered in such 
quick succession, have shaken us up not a 
little, and the sporting journals look like 
operating tables strewn with  scalpels, 
scalps, and a few other remains. The sub- 
editor of one of our leading Sunday papers 
rang me up on the Saturday night. 

“Our people are just going crazy on 
the line: what’s wrong with our horses?” 
he said. “Can you give me the answer?” 

That, of course. is a way the Sundays 
have. They are anxious, in their praise- 
worthy fashion to make everything clear to 
the public in a few, crisp paragraphs. 


The editor of THE BLoop-Horse clearly 
will not allow me to suggest that the Amer- 
icus strain in Tudor Minstrel’s pedigree 
was responsible for his lack of stamina. I 
have been trying all along to give poor 
Americus credit for imparting speed to 
his female line, but Mr. Estes’ disclaimer 
even puts that out of court. We must ob- 
viously try some other line and lay the 
blame on the remaining 63 ancestors in 
the close-up generations which appear in 
the family tree. This is a task which I 
willingly leave to others, especially as, 
over here, we are engaged in what may 
be more practical lines of research. 

These consist of (a) lack of foodstuffs 
to our broodmares during the war; (b) 
the suggestion that our trainers are too 
kid-gloved in their methods; (c) the fact 
that our 2-year-olds are exploited too 
early. 

Suggestion (b) unfortunately does not 
cut much ice where Tudor Minstrel’s train- 
er is concerned. After all, he has trained 
seven Derby winners in the last 25 years. 
Item (c) also falls to the ground if it is 
intended to apply to the majority of our 
classic colts and fillies. The majority are 
not raced until the early summer, unless 
they have been the kind of 2-year-olds

An estimated 400,000 persons saw Baron Geoffrey de Waldner’s 40-to-l 


shot go past the winning post four lengths in front of the Aga Kham’s Migoli, with the Gaekwar of Baroda’s Sayajirao third. Many 


lengths behind the winner was the weary Tudor Minstrel, unbeaten before the Derby, unplaced in it. 
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that had to be raced early because they 
came to hand early and needed the races. 

The only explanation I am still waiting 
for is that Pearl Diver, the winner, may 
be a very good colt indeed. Having 
thought of this original theory, by myself, 
may I be allowed to give some particulars 
of his career? 

The winner was bred by late 
Edouard Esmond from his great race mare 
Pearl Cap, the best 2-year-old filly of her 
year and winner of the French Oaks and 
Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. I have no 
space in which to extend the pedigree. 
The sire, Vatellor, as a race horse was 
beaten by Mieuxce in the French Derby 
and again in the Grand Prix. The bril- 
liant Corrida beat him in the Prix du 
President, but he won it in the following 
year as a 4-year-old. He is proving very 
successful at the stud and was third to 
Tourbillon and Prince Rose in the list of 
leading sires for 1946. By Vatout, he is 
in the direct male line of St. Simon. 

Pearl Diver raced only twice as a 2- 
year-old, winning one minor event. As a 
matter of fact he was not rated among the 
first 40 in the French Free Handicap. 
Cadir. who finished lengths behind him in 
our Derby. was reckoned to be seven kilos 
(about 15 pounds) his superior. This 
season, however, he ran second to Impru- 
dence (winner of our One Thousand and 
Oaks and also the French One Thousand) 
in a little race at Le Tremblay. Later he 
beat the moderate Timor on an objection 
over the same track, distance about 1% 
miles. 

But what a nice colt he is. and what a 
credit to his trainer, Percy Carter. He 
must have improved immeasurably during 
the spring. He was a picture in the pad- 
dock—hig. strong, close to the ground, 
short-coupled. deep-girthed and with 
plenty of quality. He has a good head, 
with a broad brow and a bold. intelligent 
eye. His only drawback seemed to be 
lightness of bone. He was in superb con- 
dition and made not the slightest fuss be- 
fore. during. or after the race. 

He always seemed to be going smoothly. 
accelerating when needed in the early 
stages and galloping dead straight when 
in line for home. He was handled with 
the greatest coolness by his rider, George 
Bridgland, who is of English parentage, 
though most of his race riding has been 
in France. 


Damned Either Way 


Gordon Richards. on Tudor Minstrel, 
was presumably riding to plan in holding 
him up for at least a mile. The colt was 
fighting for his head all that way, and 
must have taken a lot out of himself. May- 
be the jockey and his trainer were afraid 
that he would not stay if he were sent out 
from the start. 

It certainly looked that way, judging 
from the stands and from the subsequent 
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photographs. Richards would have been 
severely criticized if he had ridden the colt 
into the ground and had then allowed the 
others to come along and pass him, one by 
one. To write more would be to make ex- 
cuses for the colt and I prefer to accept 
the general evidence that he really did not 
stay. He will probably win at Ascot next 
week, and he may win the Eclipse Stakes 
at Sandown Park. The present evidence 
is that he remains a brilliant colt, prob- 
ably with a limit (at top speed) of a mile 
or ten furlongs. I do not think he will 
win the St. Leger, and will not be sur- 
prised if he is taken out of that very ex- 
acting race.

(head, neck). and Sirte had impressed 
well, so that he got tenth place in the Op- 
tional. or gradation of best 2-year-olds. 
Sirte’s career at three was about as 
much late. He won his first race in May, 
and. as a whole. was successful in five out 
of six starts. Moroni was only able to 
beat him in the Premio d'Italia, at 144 
miles. but he was later beaten twice by 
Sirte. and both horses finished their racing 
career with this third match. 


The Test of Class 


On June 2. 1940, the Premio d'Italia 
was run at San Siro. As usual, this race 
was to furnish a confirmation from the 
winner of Rome’s Derby, Bellini, then in 
top form, and escorted by stablemates 
Moroni and Coronary. Trainer Federico 
Regoli sent a Sirte and Sabla to the start. 
Moroni made the race for himself, flew the 
distance in 2:2815. a new race record, 
leading from start to end. and there was 
nothing to stand against him. that day. 
Just for once, the son of *Ortello—Ma- 
ratta Faustina (out of Fausta. out of 
Madree) was a truly great horse. Bellini 
was a good second, and Sirte third. After 
this race. all big features to come seemed 
open to Tesio’s coalition. 

Bui things changed. as they often 
change with horses. for the Gran Premio 
di Milano of June 23. A heavy rain made 
the San Siro track look like a swimming 
pool. Tesio horses. as a rule, do not like 
the mud. yet they were very strong fa- 
vorites in the betting. In their enthusi- 
asm for Moroni. people forgot that the 
Premio d'Italia wianer was not a stayer, 
or didn’t think that Sirte was a good one. 
The Gran Premio di Milano is a very 
tough race: it takes stamina and a com- 
plete horse in top form to win it. Second- 
rate horses. or horses who are merely bril- 
liant speeders have no chance. generally, 
in this race. Sirte. besides being a stayer, 
had. at last. reached his top form. and for 
horse experts it wasn’t a surprise when 
he came out of the group at half-stretch, 
home-bound with spectacular strides. Bell- 
ini. a very tough horse indeed. and a 
fichter. wasn’t closer than five lengths, 
visibly tired in the effort to keep pace with 
Sirte. Moroni was far back. and Sirte’s 
two stablemates. Sabla and Gaio. never 
counted. Tt was the greatest triumph 
Sirte and his trainer could dream of. Tesio 
had been beaten and Sirte was the strong 
horse of the year. 

Fifteen days later. on the same muddy 
track and on 114 miles. in a big stake 
race. Sirte proved that he was no hero of 
a moment by beating Moroni again by 
114 length. and that was the last race for 
both. 

Sirte’s career on the tracks had been 
very short (12 starts. 8 wins). but very 
significant. Sirte had proved one of the

French Derby

Jubilant Frenchmen. who had just had 
news that French horses had made a 
grand slam in the English Oaks, Corona- 
tion Cup, and Derby, were feeling extra 
good on the morning of Sunday, June 8, 
as they made their preparations to spend 
the afternoon at Longchamp in the Bois 
de Boulogne and see, among other races, 
the Prix de Diane, French equivalent of 
the Oaks. 

But at mid-morning it was announced 
that there would be no races at Long- 
champ that day. Stable hands had asked 
an increase of 80 francs (about 68 cents) 
a day in their wages. had gone on strike 
when the offer was refused. The strike 
was settled a day later. 

Four days later, on Thursday, June 12. 
the Oaks was run. It resulted in a four- 


best stayers ever seen in this country. The 
exceptional power of his stride had been 
particularly admired, and it harmonized 
very well with the unusual size of the 
horse, a little more than 17 hands. 

Sirte, substantially, was a typical *Or- 
tello horse, grand-sized, chestnut,  soft- 
muscled, cold-tempered, with ample stride, 
one-actioned, able on the distance. By 
describing him thus, I mean principally 
one thing—that Sirte didn’t rush. He beat 
horses by galloping powerfully, more than 
they could stand, and not by attacking 
them and wearing them out. This was 
also true of *Ortello in most of his races, 
and has been true of most of *Ortello’s 
sons and daughters everywhere they ran 
in Italy. 

With this aptitude, Italy was no easy 
place for Sirte as a stallion, as we need 
sires who can impress their offspring with 
a marked disposition for final sprinting. 
that is, for using a reserve of late speed 
after they have been led all the way at a 
more moderate pace than is used, for ex- 
ample, in the United States. It should be 
true, in fact, that here in Italy we start 
slower than you do, and finish perhaps 
faster. Of course, this does apply to the 
average race, and it is one of the reasons 
why the Rabelais horse Havresac 2nd was 
so successful at stud in this country. 

As far as I can figure out, the disposi- 
tion of Sirte towards a single-action run- 
ning might prove useful for his American 
sons, who race in a country where, by 
comparison, horses finish more at a slower 
speed than they start. But it is necessary 
also that Sirte’s sons get speed in some 
way, and the choice of proper matings for 
Sirte could be, in this respect, one of the 
determining factors of his success. 


horse blanket finish, with the Count de 
Chambure’s Montenica the winner by a 
head over Apostille, with Sikoussa a neck 
farther back in third place and a neck 
ahead of Wagging Tail, the last-named 
from the stable of Baron Geoffrey de 
Waldner, whose Pearl Diver had won the 
English Derby the previous Saturday.

The French Derby 
The Prix du Jockey Club (French Der- 


by. about 114 miles), run on Sunday. June 
15, at Longchamp. fell to the stable of 
Marcel Boussae for the eighth time since 
1922. Boussac’s powerful stable frequently 
is able to use the old device of a pace- 
maker to run their legs off and a stayer 
to catch them at the end. This year he 
used Giafar for the pacemaker. and at the 
end had Sandjar in front by a head, with 
Baron Geoffrey de Waldner’s Tourment 
second, and Giarar third in the field of 18. 

Sandjar is a colt by Goya (by Tour- 
billon out of the famous mare Zariba) out 
of the English-bred Zulaikhaa, a daughter 
of Fairway out of the stakes winner Turtle 
Soup. His third dam is the stakes winner 
Eagle Snipe. by White Eagle out of Snoot, 
ancestress of American Flag and numer- 
ous other high-class horses. 

Boussac’s 1947 Derby winner, like three 
of the horses with which he previously had 
won the race, is barred from the General 
Stud Book. Tourbillon, his 1931 winner, 
and the paternal grandsire of Sandjar, 
was excluded because of the *Durbar 2nd, 
Irish Lad, and Hamburg blood in his pedi- 
gree. Tourbillon’s sons Cillas. winner in 
1938, and Coaraze, winner in 1945, also 
are barred. Other Derby winners bred and 
owned by Boussac are Ramus (1922). Thor 
(1933). Pharis (1939). and Ardan (1944).

But Why Not Runs 
Phalanx to a Head 


The 3-year-old racing domain, like Gaul 
as Caesar found it, seems to be all cut up. 
On Trust appears to be the best of his 
division in California. Faultless has not 
yet started in the Chicago area, but he 
must be regarded as the ruler until beaten. 
Phalanx has his supporters in the East, 
but his claim to leadership is not too well 
defined. But Why Not has earned consid- 
eration as a claimant for divisional honors, 
Jet Pilot is still around, and others in the 
neighborhood may throw their weight 
about. 

Focal point in the division last week 
was the 114-mile Dwyer Stakes, at Aque- 
duct on June 14. It brought out nine con- 
tenders, headed by C. V. Whitney and 
A. S. Hewitt’s Phalanx. Under allowance 
conditions, Phalanx carried top-weight of 
126. the others got in with from five to 15 
pounds under that. Phalanx gained his 
third victory of the year. but it was one 
of his hardest races. 

As in many other contests, the Dwyer 
east sifted into two parts. Blue Border, 
Jobstown, and Brabancon did the early 
running, the others trailed. In the stretch 
the pattern changed. Phalanx and But Why 
Not were the stars, the rest were weary 
stand-ins. 

At the mile, Brabancon had put away 
Jobstown and Blue Border. But Why Not 
was fifth, Phalanx was sixth, Brabancon 
went wide on the turn, Phalanx and But 
Why Not went wider. They could afford 
to do it, so far as the others were concern- 
ed. From there to the wire, they were the 
only horses in the race. Matching strides 
and courage, they pulled eight lengths 
ahead of the others, and at the wire Pha- 
lanx was winner by a head. 

But Why Not got 15 pounds from Pha- 
lanx. Five of it was sex allowance, the 
other 10 was due because she had not won 
as much as $20,000 at one time. She gain- 
ed this concession about as narrowly as 
she lost the Dwyer—her winning share of 


the Pimlico Oaks was $19,600. 


Third in the Dwyer was Brabancon, the 
season’s most distinguished runner-up. In 
ten starts this year he has been five times 
second, twice third. But frustration has not 
been his only reward—he has earned $27,- 
250. 


Coast to Coast 


Mrs. John D. Hertz didn’t quite equal 
William Helis’ feat of owning three stakes 
winners at three different tracks on a 
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single day (see ToS Broop-Horse of 
June 14, page 557), but she did send out 
two home-bred stakes winners, one in the 
East and one in California, on June 14. 

Her eastern representative was the fast 
Owners Choice, winner of the Kent Stakes 
at Delaware Park. Her western success was 
with Nursery School, in the Hollywood 
Lassie Stakes at Hollywood Park. 

Owners Choice, winner of stakes this 
year in California and New York, won 
the 1,/y-mile Kent Stakes on a_ sloppy 
track without much difficulty over a field 
that included Mityme and Bullet Proof. 
Once in front, he ran easily and had a 
3\%4-length margin over the Greentree 
Stable’s Trapeze at the finish. The latter 
challenged in the stretch and was impend- 
ed when the winner bore over on him. but 
no protest was lodged. Mityme was third. 

In the Hollywood Park race, at 5%-fur- 
longs, Nursery School lacked racing room 
on the far turn, but worked free and 
caught Star Beauty in the drive, winning 
by almost three lengths. Song Fest was 
outrun early in the race, closed strongly to 
be third. 


Trainer Allen Drumheller saddled Nur- 
sery School; T. D. (Pinky) Grimes sad- 
dled Owners Choice. Both winners were 
bred at the Hertz’s Stoner Creek Stud. in 
Kentucky.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Attendance Good, 
Betting Down 


Closing of the 30-day Lincoln Fields-at- 
Hawthorne meeting on June 14 found at- 
tendance about the same as for 1946, but 
pari-mutuel turnover and per diem-per 
capita betting were about 17 per cent be- 
low the 1946 meeting. 

Attendance was 431,353 as compared 
with 431.274 last year. Total pari-mutuel 
turnover was $25,173,647 as compared 
with $30.432.067. Per diem-per capita 
betting was $58.36, compared with $70.56 
last year. 

Attendance and pari-mutuel turnover 
marks for this year’s meeting were estab- 
lished on May 30 when 33,668 persons bet 
$1,518,222. The following day, 26,917 per- 
sons wagered $1,487,281. Pari-mutuel 
handle also went over the million-dollar 
mark on May 17 ($1,097.943); Mav 24 
($1.257.957); June 7 ($1,215,702), and 
June 14 ($1,078,643). 

Of meetings in progress, only Hollywood 
Park among the major tracks showed at- 
tendance gains. After 15 days of the 50- 
day meeting. daily average attendance was 
30.288, compared with a 28,581 average 
for the completed meeting last year. This 
was an increase of about 6 per cent, but 
a decrease of 5 per cent from the increase 


shown by the track at the end of the first 
ten days. 

On June 14, Hollywood Park attendance 
was 39,435, about 3,000 less than had 
viewed the races on the preceding Satur- 
day. Pari-mutuel turnover was $2,673,780, 
about $116,000 less than June 7’s handle. 

Only track to set new single-day attend- 
ance and pari-mutuel marks for current 
meetings was Aqueduct. At that course. 
attendance was 35.729 on June 14, and 
pari-mutuel handle was $2,864,122. Pre- 
vious highs had been established on June 
7 when 32,813 persons wagered $2.619.430. 

Narragansett came through with its sec- 
ond better-than-million day of the meeting 
on June 14, when 20,260 persons wagered 
$1.276.650. High pari-mutuel and attend- 
ance for the meeting was the $1.276.823 
wagered by 24,323 persons on June 7. 


HORSES AND HUMANS 


Inspectors of the Federal Department of 
Labor’s migrant labor division were 
among the spectators who visited the At- 
lantic City race track during the early 
days of the meeting. While they may 
have watched some races, they also 
checked up on other things. 

On June 13, New Jersey State Labor 
Commissioner Harry C. Harper reported 
some of the findings:

Speed and Safety at Hollywood: 
El Lobo: First to Fly, First to Fall 


Los ANGELES 

It has always been this reporter’s inno- 
cent notion that one of the most important 
officials around a race course is the track 
superintendent, and certainly nothing 
has happened at Hollywood Park to change 
that opinion. 

One world’s record that had been in the 
books for 41 years has already been 
broken, another track mark has been set, 
two others have been equalled and, I 
strongly suspect, we ain’t seen nothin’ yet. 
The meeting is still young. 

You have probably guessed by now that 
the Hollywood Park racing strip this sum- 
mer is spectacularly fast... the fastest it 
has ever been. The man responsible is

Tony Hansen, a 52-year-old, blond, bushy- 
haired Swede, who has solved the secret 
of getting by without sleep. If he does 
nap off now and then, this reporter does 
not know when it could possibly be, for he 
is on the track morning, noon, and night. 
At other times you will find him, pad and 
pencil in hand, watching the actions of 
horses and making notes on something 
that will be done at the first opportunity. 
Hansen has proved that no matter how 
fast a track may be, it can still be safe. 
He doesn’t put in with the notion that be- 
cause horses run fast over a strip, they 
must break down. On the contrary, the 
factors that make a track fast auto- 
matically eliminate the many things that

Hansen’s track is built on a 24-inch deep 
asphalt sheet, with “T” drains, as I think 
the engineering minds call them, every 48 
feet into the infield. On top of this are 
eight to ten inches of unwashed river sand, 
covered by another six inches of base and 
cushion. 


Conditioned by Cultipacker 


Much of the work on the Hollywood 
Park strip is performed by a machine 
known as a cultipacker. The gadget, used 
on farms for breaking the soil, has been 
revamped by Hansen and adapted to race 
track work. He has another gadget, a 
cement marker buried 18 inches out from 
the inner rail, which serves as a check- 
point in cutting along the rail. This pre- 
vents the inner portion of the track from 
becoming too deep. 


Each Monday a fine layer of silt is 
sprinkled over the track to keep it from 
tightening. Hansen knows his racing 
strip so well he can estimate almost to the 
pound how much silt is necessary to keep 
the speed of the course fairly constant. 


Hansen is responsible for an idea in 
vogue this summer at Hollywood Park that 
will undoubtedly earn him the vote as Man 
of the Year from trainers who like to sleep 
late of a morning. Midway through the 
workout period, a klaxon sounds and gates 
to the track are closed while Hansen and 
his crew freshen up the strip. It takes 
about 20 minutes, and when the gates are 
reopened the track more closely resembles 
an afternoon strip. It is better for the 
horses, and better for those whose fancy is 
dictated by what a horse accomplishes in 
morning workouts. 

This is the track over which Honeymoon 
has vaulted to a new world’s record of 
1:2145 for seven furlongs; Breezing Home 
has run six furlongs in 1:0934; *Olhaverry 
has gone 1,); miles in 1:42, and _ the 
*Hairan - Featherweight 2 - year - old, 
M’Dearsy, has run five furlongs in :58%4. 
It is a good, safe, high-speed highway, 
supervised by a tireless individual who 
thinks nothing of working 18 hours a day. 

It is also the track over which the West 
Coast handicap favorites are meeting and 
beating each other this summer. Webb 
Everett, the Santa Anita racing secretary 
who probably knows our racing better than 
anyone else, observed before the $50,000 
Argonaut Handicap on Memorial Day that 
if the race were re-run each Saturday, a 
different winner might turn up each time. 
The horses are that close together. The 
Argonaut was a dandy race, and it follows

One of those who might be especially 
hard to beat this summer is El Lobo, a 
native Californian by Boxthorn out of Easy 
Come, bred by young Ed Janss. El Lobo 
has had quite a few handicaps to overcome, 
not the least of which is being constantly 
referred to by owner Stuart Hamblen as 
“my Vil cow pony.” As Thoroughbreds go, 
El Lobo is far from handsome, but he is 
about the most willing horse this reporter 
has ever seen. 

During the recent unpleasantness, Ham- 
blen was fortunate enough to acquire El 
Lobo in a deal that involved six horses. 
Janss was departing for a sea-going life 
with the Merchant Marine, and for $2,500 
he turned over to the crooner-cowboy six 
horses, all of which won. They were Pas-

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sion, My Empire, Rattle-de-Bang, Honest 
Moe, Shuffle Toe and El Lobo. The latter 
was good enough to beat Fighting Frank 
last winter at Santa Anita, favored by a 
healthy pull in the weights, and he came 
back to carry his speed a mile and a fur- 
long to win the $50,000 San Antonio Han- 
dicap. He is a Thoroughbred that under- 
stands readily what he is supposed to do, 
and rating him is like driving a new car. 
You get just about what you ask for. 

El Lobo is as gentle as a baby. Ham- 
blen’s young daughters, Suzanne and Obee, 
play around the horse’s stall, and when 
El Lobo is at the ranch they ride him bare- 
back. Hamblen himself has used the horse 
to rope calves. El Lobo was the first horse 
to ride in an airplane, and the first to fall 
out of one. Two months ago he was flown 
to Tanforan for a stake, but in unloading 
he slipped or fell from the ramp, dropping 
some 20 feet to the ground. His legs and 
back were skinned up, and he did not race 


The crooner takes the cash and throws away the 


at Tanforan. His next start was at Holly. 
wood Park, and he came out to run the 
six furlongs in 1:10 to capture the $25,000 
Premiere Handicap. 

Hamblen is a 39-year-old Texan who was 
once a cowboy in the Lone Star State. For 
the last 18 years he has been in radio and 
has a program on the air every afternoon, 
at which time you can hear cowboy music, 
if you care for that sort of thing. Evi- 
dently a lot of people do, as Hamblen has 
kept the same sponsor all during those 
years. 

Ten years ago, Hamblen sent his wife, 
Susie, back to the yearling sales at Sara- 
toga to bid on an Ariel colt whose breed- 
ing had caught his eye. The bidding 
quickly got out of range, but Mrs. Ham. 
blen came back with a plater named Razz, 
which managed to win a few races. That 
was their first venture into racing, and 
the Hamblens have been at it ever since. 

If Hamblen had been a baseball pitcher 
instead of the owner of a successful stakes 
horse, the writers probably would have 
dubbed him a “screwball” and put him on 
the same team with Lefty Gomez. He might 
even have made the grade in Brooklyn. But 
in racing, things are slightly different. So, 
after each winning race, Hamblen contents 
himself with tossing El Lobo’s blinkers into 
the crowd, much on the order of a bride 
tossing away her bouquet. His radio audi- 
ence hears plenty about what his “lil cow 
pony” will do at the race track. 

Hamblen believes that a horse’s name 
has great influence upon his ability, an 
idea that the aforementioned Passion did 
nothing at all to destroy. When she 
was a 2-year-old, Hamblen turned her out 
in a field, and the next thing anyone knew 
she was in foal. 

El Lobo, he insists, was named after him. 
When he’s operating before a mike the 
pretty girls wink at him, and a little vice 
versa. His wife calls him a “wolf.” So 
he named the horse El Lobo . . . and he 
turned out to be as gentle as a kitten. 


WILL AND WAY 


The Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion, on June 14, upheld the action of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Company in 
cutting off service to the Harmony Pub- 
lishing Company, Kansas City, on_ the 
ground the company was supplying race 
news to bookmakers.

Switch in Empire Gold Cup 


Running Halts Ensueno 


Rio DE JANEIRO 


The changing of the Empire Gold Cup 
from October to July is responsible for 
the loss of a very strong group of candi- 
dates from South America. News re- 
ceived here told only of the shifting of 
the date. Rumors were that the date shift 
was brought about by British pressure. 
(British advice that top horses would not 
be available in October. Actually they 
probably will not be available at all in 
1947.— Eb. ) 

However it is, the fact remains that the 
United States lost the opportunity to see 
South American horses of the top flight. 

Among the owners who canceled plans 
to make the invasion were Messrs. Seabra, 
of the powerful Seabra Stable. They had 
planned to send three of their champion 
veterans to compete for the Empire Gold 
Cup after they had run in the Grande 
Premio Brazil at Gavea on August 3. The 
horses chosen for the invasion were En- 
sueno, the famous Argentine “super- 
horse.” the top middle distance contender 
Zorro, and the famed stayer Cantaro, the 
grey Uruguayan. 

But with news of the shifting of the date 
for the Empire Gold Cup, the invasion 
was canceled, because the Grande Premio 
Brasil, of course, is first choice.

Thoroughbreds 
And Taxes 


For years a muted: grumble could be 
heard at Frankfort, the State capital, 
about low tax assessments on Thorough- 
bred horses in the neighborhood of Lex- 
ington, Ky. Occasionally, protests were 
heard from sections of the State apart 
from the Blue Grass, where most of the 
breeding farms are located. But until last 
fall, when stories were circulated about 
an impending sale of the late Col. E. R. 
Bradley’s lands and horses, nobody seemed 
prepared to make a determined issue of 
the Thoroughbred industry and its role as 
taxpayer. 

Public attention was focused on horses 
as taxable property last September, when 


Orville Howard, State revenue commis- 
sioner, addressed a luncheon club at 
Frankfort and remarked on the “shock- 


ingly low” assessment of the Bradley farm 
and horses. . Idle Hour Farm, he said, was 
valued on the tax books at $363,950, 
whereas it was rumored that the property, 
including the horses. was to be sold for 
approximately $3.000.000. Bimelech was 
carried at an assessed value of $7,500, 
Blue Larkspur at $4,000. other horses pro- 
portionately. 

Mr. Howard followed his speech with a 
letter to William J. Lynch, tax commis- 
sioner of Fayette County, where many of 
the breeding farms are located. He cited 
the assessed valuation of the Bradley 
horses. expressed hope that adjustments 
would be made. Mr. Lynch replied that 
inflation, fluctuating values, other factors 
inherent in horse raising made it difficult 
to assess Thoroughbreds in a manner that 
might seem more equitable to persons not 
close to the business. “It was not so many 
years ago that horses could not be sold 
for the cost of raising them,” he said. 

The revenue commissioner indicated 
that he would like to discuss with central 
Kentucky horsemen the problem of as- 
sessments, arranged to address a meeting 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America. 
But a summons to Washington on other 
matters, plus his resignation to accept an- 
other job, prevented his attendance at a 
Thoroughbred Club meeting. 

Apparently sharing Mr. Howard’s in- 
terest in the valuation of Thoroughbreds 
for tax purposes is Azro Hadley, the new 
revenue commissioner. Mr. Hadley ar- 
ranged to speak at a Thoroughbred Club 
meeting on June 14, was prevented by ill- 
ness from attending but sent William G. 
Herzel, director of research and statistics 
for the revenue department. 

Mr. Herzel read the speech that had 
been prepared by the revenue commis- 
sioner, bringing out these points: 

® There is no special classification in

© There is evidence that not all Thor- 
oughbreds within the State are listed for 
taxation. There is also a “substantial un- 
dervaluation” in general practice, and a 
lack of uniformity among taxpayers.

© There also is a striking difference in 
the valuation on stallions. One farm listed 
“three well known stallions” for a total of 
$800 and left out another stallion alto- 
gether. The highest assessment of a sin- 
gle stallion was $20,000, the next-highest 
was $7,500. 

© It is difficult to reconcile actual sales 
values, insurance values, and inventory 
values on income tax returns with assess- 
ments as listed with various county tax 
commissioners. “When we read that the 
average sale price of yearlings at the 
Keeneland sales is $8,000 to $10,000, we 
are at a loss to find these same animals 
assessed for $200 to $400. 

® Busher, assessed at $25,000 in Cali- 
fornia in 1946, when an injury prevented 
her from racing, was rated $5,000 above 
any Thoroughbred in Kentucky. 

Mr. Hadley’s suggestion: That a com- 
mittee representing the Thoroughbred in- 
dustry meet with him to discuss “details 
and proposals that will be practical of ap- 
plication and fair to every owner, as well 
as fair to the State.” 


Domino’s name stood at the head of the list of American money winners 
for 27 years. from 1893, his 2-year-old season, until 1920, when Man o’ War 
supplanted him.

headed. Those she beat were, with one or 
two exceptions, comparatively moderate, 
but it may be taken that they were the 
best we had on the day. The exceptions 
were Solpax (Hyperion—Grand Peace). 
Pierrette (Mieuxce—Frivole) and the two 
placed fillies. Wild Child went wrong 
during the race and was dismounted. She 
was found to have a temperature on her 
return to the stables. Particulars of the 
winner have already been printed in THE 
BLoop-Horse and need not be repeated. 
Imprudence looked as well, and even bet- 
ter, than she did when she won the One 
Thousand Guineas at Newmarket—and 
this in spite of the fact that she had won 
the French One Thousand in the interven- 
ing period. 

Pierrette belongs to the King who was 
there. with the Queen and the Princess 
Elizabeth, to see her in action. It had been 
announced that formal dress would not be 
worn during the week and the men, at any 
rate, did not dress up. The King and his 
suite wore lounge suits and black bowler 
hats. The women tried to make amends 
and their clothes, especially on Derby Day 
(it blew and rained on Oaks Day) re- 
lieved the general gloom. They let them- 
selves go a bit on their hats—one of the 
few articles of attire which are supplied 
without coupons. The royal party was 
also present on Derby Day, arriving in 
cars driven down the course from Tatten- 
ham Corner. 


Chanteur Is Sold 


The Coronation Cup, won by Chanteur 
2nd, a 5-year-old brown horse by Chateau 
Bouscaut out of La Diva, was worth £2,655 
(about $10,699) to the winner. Marcel 
Boussac’s Coaraze was second, and the Aga 
Khan’s Claro third. There were five run- 
ners, not one of which was bred in this 
country. It was learned, early in the day, 
that the winner had been sold to William 
Hill, the bookmaker. for a sum variously 
estimated as being between £60,000 and 
£80,000. Chanteur 2nd accordingly ran 
in his colours. It is intended that he shall 
be syndicated as a stallion, although I 
have not confirmed whether he will first 
run at Ascot. 

Chanteur 2nd is a very tough type, 
rather ugly as to the head, but a beautiful 
horse otherwise. He is not big, but is very 
deep through and has a lovely, straight 
hind leg. A bright bay in colour, he was 
bred by Monsieur Dupre and goes back on 
his dam’s side to Tredennis. I have said 
he is tough. Quite apart from his races 
in France at 3, 4, and 5 years (with a 
second to Caracalla in our Ascot Gold Cup 
as a sideline) he won here this year the 
Winston Churchill Stakes, value £4,19214, 
over 114 miles at Hurst Park on May 24, 
and the White Rose Stakes of £2,216 over

two miles at the same meeting on May 26. 
Rumour has it that he had a good two- 
mile gallop on the intervening Sunday.

We 
are sending the redoubtable Sayajirao— 
third in the Derby—to run in the Grand 
Prix. 


AFFIRMATION 


The Maryland State Court of Appeals 
on June 12 affirmed the conviction of two 
Maryland horsemen on charges of sub- 
stituting horses at Pimlico in 1945. 

One of the horsemen, James S. O’Don- 
nell had been sentenced to two years in the 
State penitentiary for conspiracy, and the 
other, Roland B. Sanner, to 18 months in 
the House of Correction for conspiracy 
and obtaining money by false pretenses. 

They were charged with having sub- 
stituted Flying Kilts for Rounco on No- 
vember 12 and 27 at Pimiico. On Novem- 
ber 12, the horse finished third and earned 
$150, but on November 27, it finished first 
for a $1,100 purse.

You Can Lead a Jockey to a Saddle, 
But You Can’t Make Him Ride It 


We don’t like to think of the frustration 
that would have ensued if a _ certain 
learned New Englander, celebrated for a 
remark about the boundless demand for 
a better mouse trap, had tried to market a 
better racing saddle. If that much opti- 
mism were to get short-circuited at, say, 
Rockingham Park, curses would thunder 
as far westward as Tanforan, and the 
heath dwellers at Newmarket to the East 
would shudder, fearing that the French 
were coming. 


As producer of a piece of racing tack 
intended to let horses run faster and 
jockeys ride with greater safety, Jack 
Spanyer seems equipped with all the req- 
uisites for success according to the Emer- 
son plan. But Emerson’s equation failed 
to allow for the wariness of racetrackers 
when confronted with a saddle purported 
to be free-wheeling and non-skidding. 


That Spanyer hasn’t exploded from ex- 
asperation doesn’t signify a personal lack 
of enthusiasm for his merchandise. It is 
because his optimism is alloyed with pa- 
tience. He bubbles quietly. 


The Spanyer racing saddle—actually 
it’s the Greene-Spanyer saddle—has been 
looking for customers since 1933. It was 
hatched when the late Joe Greene, a young 
Louisville lawyer interested in polo, came 
up with the notion that a horse should be 
able to breathe more freely and run faster 
and farther if his ribs weren’t squeezed 
with saddle girths and surcingles. 


The ideal would be a saddle without a 
girth, but even the dreamer in Greene 
saw the impossibility of this. After brood- 
ing for a while, he conceived an arrange- 
ment that on paper seemed to hold the 
answer. It would fit tightly enough to 
keep a saddle from slipping, but would 
be loose enough to permit a running horse 
to take in deep gulps of air. 

Once the idea had been penciled into 
form, Greene laid it before his friend Jack 
Spanyer, a young mechanical engineer 
employed by a Louisville machine tool 
firm. Spanyer swelled with enthusiasm, 
used his engineering knowledge in build- 
ing a working model. 

Roughly, the plan called for a slotted 
steel plate to be fixed to the saddle tree. 
Two leather straps, with stirrups attached, 
passed through the slots and fastened to 
the girth. Springs permitted the expan- 
sion of the girth to allow a horse to 
breathe freely. Rounding a turn, the 
rider's weight shifted naturally in. the 
stirrups, automatically tightening the 
girth. And the plate and springs weighed 
only about half a pound. 

The demonstration model was used by 
Greene in polo matches. It seemed en- 
tirely workable. His polo-playing friends 
tried it, pronounced it a success. In the 
toss and whirl of play, as the ponies reared 
and raced and twisted and spun, ihe sad- 
dle held fast, and the mounts seemed 
fresher at the end of a chukker. 


The Greene-Spanyer patent saddle is 
supposed to tighten on the turn, loosen 
on the straightaway, as the rider’s 
weight shifts in the stirrups. A new 
design for the saddle, operating on the 
same basic principle, uses a steel plate 


with only one slot, and does not require 


springs. 


But only a comparatively few polo sad- 
dles are sold. It was in racing that Greene 
and Spanyer saw the big opportunity. 
Greene started a sales campaign among 
the racing set at Louisville. The late Wood 
F. Axton was approached, and was so im- 
pressed by the idea that he tried to buy 
in. Greene and Spanyer were enormously 
flattered, but turned him down. Axton 
then took the saddle to his trainer, who 
also liked the idea, got the stable’s con- 
tract rider to use it during workouts. It 
seemed to meet all claims. It didn’t slip, 
and the Axton horses were running faster 
than they ever had under regular saddles. 


Morning Glory 


It then remained for the saddle to be 
tested in a race. And then intruded the 
human factor that Emerson forgot about: 
The jockey trusted the saddle in the morn- 
ings, recoiled from it in the afternoons. 

The unveiling—and the undoing—came 
simultaneously. The saddle was to be used 
on an Axton horse in a certain race. The 
starter yelled Go!, all the horses scam- 
pered away, all the jockeys rode furiously. 
All, that is, but the Axton jockey, who 
bestrode his mount like a wooden figure, 
frozen by fear that the saddle, not strap- 
ped and double-strapped by the standard 
girth and surcingle, would slip. The ex- 
tra breathing capacity allowed by the 
patent girth only allowed the Axton horse 
to inhale more deeply the dust churned 
up by his vanishing rivals. 

And so it has gone. Any number of 
owners, trainers, jockeys, introduced to 
the saddle have pronounced it wonderful, 
even phenomenal. But come post time, 
none of the riders has Been willing to give 
it an all-out trial. Trainer Dan Lehan 
looked it over, liked it, bulldozed a jockey 
into using it in a race. And the jock, 
petrified by fear, stood up in his stirrups 
all the way, afraid to so much as wiggle, 
let alone hit a turn at full speed. 

Theodore Mueller’s trainer tried it on 
a horse that was on, the verge of being re- 
tired on account of the slcws. The animal 
repeatedly turned in such a brilliant work- 
out that they kept him at racing, but he 
never ran back to the workout because no 
jockey would trust the saddle in a race. 

“Trouble is,” analyzes Spanyer, “you 
have to sell an owner, a trainer, and a 
jockey, simultaneously. You might get 
two of them, but you don’t find all three 
of them in the same stable. If the owner 
and trainer are willing, the jockey balks. If 
you ever got a jockey interested, he'd 
probably be a free-lance who wouldn’t be 
able to get an owner or trainer to let him 
use the saddle on their horse.” 

Jockey Paul Keester liked the saddle 
very much. He borrowed the original 
model several years ago, when he was at- 
tempting a comeback, but never filed a 
report and never brought the saddle back. 

The late Col. E. R. Bradley was sold 
on it. He wasn’t sure that it would let a

horse run faster, but he liked the extra 
measure of safety given by the steel piece 
through which the straps passed. Broken 
saddle trees, he had observed, had been 
the cause of many racing accidents, and 
he believed the Greene-Spanyer device 
would eliminate the hazard. 


He gave the inventors a letter of intro- 
duction to Trainer Dick Thompson, with 
instructions to try the saddle on the Brad- 
ley horses. Donald Meade, the stable’s 
rider at the time, looked at the saddle, 
turned it down. “Aw, that'll slip.” 


They saddled up a horse called Brother 
Joe. The story is that Meade climbed 
aboard, tried his damndest to make the 
saddle slip, couldn’t do it. “Well, it didn’t 
slip.” he admitted, “but I won’t ride it.” 


Speakers in Search of an Audience 


Meanwhile, Joe Greene has died; Span- 
yer has acquired sole rights to patents on 
the saddle. His brother Beckham shares 
his enthusiasm and has undertaken to pro- 
mote the sale, but without success so far. 
“It’s a funny thing. Polo players say they 
like the saddle because it won’t slip. Jock- 
eys are afraid of it because they think it 
will slip.” 

The Spanyer boys have their sales talk 
well organized, if only they could find the 
right listeners. “It takes about a 40-pound 
pull to tighten a saddle with an ordinary 


girth and surcingle, so a jockey weighing 
110 pounds can put all his weight in one 
stirrup, without causing the saddle to slip. 
Actually, this much pressure is needed 
only when a horse is running around a 
turn. On most tracks this is only about 
25 per cent of the time. The other 75 per 
cent of the time you need only about a 
ten-pound pressure to hold a saddle in 
place. You can put our saddle on a horse, 
tighten it normally, then let it out two 
notches. That’s bound to make a lot of 
difference in a horse’s breathing capacity. 
The snubber action, automatically effected 
through the stirrups when a horse goes 
around a turn, tightens the saddle and 
keeps it from slipping.” 

They point out that human athletes en- 
gage in long warm-ups before running a 
race. This is to build up a supply of oxy- 
gen in their blood. The oxygen enables 
them to run faster and farther with less 
fatigue. It stands to reason, the Spanyers 
say, that a horse which can breathe more 
freely during a race also should be able 
to run faster, and they assert that every 
time their saddle was used on a horse dur- 
ing a workout, the horse worked better 
than ever. Between 70 and 80 horses 
have been tested. 


“Colonel Bradley, for one, was aware 
of the handicap of tight girths,” Jack says. 
“He used to watch his horses being sad- 
dled, and he made sure that the girth

To Fear Is Human 


A research organization financed by 
Bing Crosby has tested the saddle, the 
Spanyers say, and pronounced it okay 
from a safety standpoint. But, the report 
added, because of the human element in- 
volved in race riding, it could not be stated 
categorically that the saddle would speed 
up a horse. Those jockeys again. 

Since the original model was built, a 
single-channel steel plate, using a single 
girth without springs, has been developed. 
It seems to have all the features of the 
two-channel model, but is lighter and 
simpler. Besides that, Spanyer has de- 
signed a sponge rubber pad that can be 
easily attached or removed from the sad- 
dle. This, he says, provides a_ softer 
cushion than any other saddle, and it 
reinforces the non-skid factor. 

Colonel Bradley also had experimented 
with this idea, but he used an inflated rub- 
ber pad. It worked fine, but one day a 
blowout caused an exercise boy to fall off 
a horse, so the pad was discarded. The 
sponge rubber deal, Spanyer says, won't 
blow out, won’t slip. 

Last big-time jockey to try the saddle 
was Eddie Arcaro. He took it East with 


him, Spanyer recalls. “We didn’t get it 
back for six months, and never could find 
out what he thought of it. It looks like 
we won’t put it over unless Beckham and I 
become jockeys.”
